The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reason 
allowance is that no prior art of record discloses or renders obvious a process for transportation 
of a flow of fluid hydrocarbon containing water wherein the fluid hydrocarbon is introduced into 
a reactor wherein the hydrocarbon is mixed with a stream containing particles of gas hydrates 
acting as a hydrophilic agent to produce an effluent which is cooled and passed into a separator 
to produce a first stream that free water present therein attains the form of gas hydrates which is 
then recycled back to the reactor and a second stream which is passed to pipeline for 
transportation.
